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Garden party on verge of war

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The St. Davids Lions Carnival 
just wasn't the same this year— 
George Snider was not in his cus¬ 
tomary location spinning the gro¬ 
cery wheel, one of the most popu¬ 
lar carnival games. 

He was the last surviving mem¬ 
ber of the four Lions who invented 
the grocery wheel, packed baskets 
to give away, sold tickets and spun 
the wheel at the annual event. 

The 35-year member of the 
club, always an integral part of the 
carnival, died Friday evening at 
the St. Catharines General 
Hospital at the age of 93. 

His two sons, Allen and Doug, 
also Lions, were at the carnival 
during the weekend, carrying on 
as he would have wanted. 

Allen says his father had been 
hospitalized for about five weeks, 
and during that time wanted to 
hear about the organization of the 
carnival to make sure work was 
going ahead as it should, that 
everything was under control- 
right up to the end.

“I think he was finally 
able to let go when he knew 
the when he knew the work 
was done and the carnival 
was underway,” he said. 

Although George was 
best known for his work 
with the Lions, including 
the carnival organization 
and annual Christmas tree 
sales—he was named the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Volunteer of the Year for 
his work with the club—his 
father did far more than 
that behind the scenes that 


people were not as aware 
of, and not just with the 
Lions Club, said Allen. 

“He always stepped up 
to the plate whenever help 
was required. If he was 
asked to do something, he 
would drop what he was 
doing and see to whatever 
was needed.” 

Although he didn't 
attend Virgil Business 
Association meetings—he 
left that to his wife Mary— 
George was always on hand 
throughout the weekend of 
the VBA’s annual Virgil 
Stampede, from its very 


beginnings more than 40 
years ago, when he took 
the job of parking horse 
trailers. 

In recent years, he 
helped out at the Stampede 
bingo tent, with the pig 
races, and at the nickel 
sale, and could be seen 
driving around the grounds 
on a golf cart, coming to 
the aid of anybody who 
needed anything during 
the event. 

He was also an active 
member of Grace United 
Church. 

And while he was often 


seen driving Mary around 
town and helping her with 
her volunteer work, he was 
just as involved, although 
more behind the scenes. 

"He was always a back¬ 
ground kind of guy, some¬ 
times working at home at 
the kitchen table. He didn't 
like the limelight. He was 
very humble, and very pri¬ 
vate. There was a lot he did 
for the community that you 
would never know about.” 

His reticence also 
applied to his service with 
the Canadian Forces, says 
Allen, although he was a 
decorated veteran. 

“He never talked about 
those years. But he was 
proud of his service to his 
country." 

George joined the army 
in 1941and was sent over¬ 
seas in 1942, where he 
drove a gun carrier for the 
Royal Regiment of Canada. 
Twice he was wounded, 
the first time with a bullet 
to his leg, the second with 
shrapnel in his head, but 
both times rejoined his 
unit, where he continued 
to serve in Europe until the 

He was honored to be 
asked by his regiment to 
attend the 60th anniversa¬ 
ry of D-Day in Normandy 
in 2004, said Allen. 

In 1946, while building 
what would become the 
family home on Niagara 
Stone Rd., George began 
working at McKinnon’s— 
for 69 cents an hour, Mary 
recalls—and retired as a 
supervisor from GM 30 
years later, taking a job at 
Morgan Funeral Home in 
NOTL, where he worked 
for another 25 years. 


While he and Mary 
raised three children—Bet¬ 
ty, Allen and Doug—they 
also operated Snider Fruits 
and Vegetables from green¬ 
houses on their property. 
Allen remembers his father 
working before and after 
his day at GM, and yet he 
still found time for garden¬ 
ing, which he enjoyed, and 
always made sure his 
home, lawns and flower 
beds were well-maintained 
and cared for. 

And he always found 
time to drive Allen and 
Doug to the arena in 
Stamford so they could 
play hockey. 

George and Mary were 
both involved in fundrais¬ 
ing to build the first arena 
in Virgil, which was com¬ 
pleted in 1967, so local 
boys would have some¬ 
where closer to home to 
play hockey.

And Allen, Doug and 
Betty are all active mem¬ 
bers of their community, 
following the example set 
by their parents. 

“For sure, he definitely 
set a good example for us,” 
says Allen. 

“And he loved his kids 
and his grandkids. By the 
time his grandkids came 
along, he would even 
change diapers. He’d do 
anything for them.” 

The family will receive 
friends at Morgan Funeral 
Home on Regent St. in 
NOTL Wednesday from 2 
to 4 p.m. and from 7 t 9 
p.m. A service under the 
auspices of the St. Davids 
Lions Club will be held at 
6:30 p.m. 

The funeral service will 
be held at Grace United 
Church Thursday at 11 
a.m., with private inter¬ 
ment to follow.

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The significance of the 
role of native allies during 
the War of 1812 is going to be 
officially recognized with a 
memorial at Queenston 
Heights. 

It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing, said Richard Merritt, 
who has been involved in 


discussions about creating a 
native memorial for more 
than five years, from the early 
days of planning anniversary 
commemorations of War of 
1812 events. 

Friday morning Merritt, 
chair of a working group 
dedicated to the native 
memorial, was at Queenston 
Heights with MP Rob 
Nicholson, Minister of 
Defence, who announced a 
$420,000 federal legacy grant 


to recognize the contribu¬ 
tions and sacrifices made by 
the Six Nations and native 
allies at the Battle of 
Queenston Heights. 

“We've had some false 
starts, and some regrouping,” 
said Merritt about the quest 
to find Just the right kind of 
memorial. 

The result of spending the 
time to get it right will be a 
work of art that will not only 
interpret the important con¬ 


tributions of the native allies, 
but will also serve to educate 
the thousands of visitors to 
the site, including the many 
school children who will see 
the memorial each year, said 
Merritt. 

On hand were the design¬ 
ers of the memorial, Tom 
Ridout from Toronto and Six 
Nations artist Raymond Skye. 


Ridout was the front runner 
after the working group 
issued a request for propos¬ 
als forthe design andreceived 
23 responses. 

Skye was the runner-up, 
and since their approaches 
were very different, the 
working group members 
asked them to team up and 
work together on the design, 


which they did. 

The memorial, set 
amongst the trees at 
Queenston Heights, will fea¬ 
ture a Memory Circle plant¬ 
ed with sweetgrass, a tradi¬ 
tional plant which natives 
harvest for smudging and 
other ceremonies, and for 
medicinal purposes.

Leading to the centre 
circle are six engraved 
stone walls, identifying 
each of the First Nations 
that took part in the bat¬ 
tles. 

The walls will also be 
engraved with the art¬ 
work of Skye, who is con¬ 
tributing castings of 
drawings he has done of 
the chiefs of each of the 
First Nations. 

The memorial is 
intended to create a liv¬ 
ing place for gathering 
and remembering, the 
crowd gathered at 
Queenston Heights 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 


businessman John 
Hawley, also a member 
of the working group, 
spoke of the cost of the 
memorial—they will 
have to raise about 
another $1 million, he 

“And that should be 
easy, given the signifi¬ 
cance of what we’re 
planning.” 

The committee is 
ready to move forward 
with a fundraising cam¬ 
paign “that will start 
tomorrow," said Hawley, 
receiving some laughter 
from the crowd when he 
thanked the province 
and the region in 
advance for their contri¬ 
bution. 


The goal for complet¬ 
ing the monument is the 
200th commemoration 
of the Council of Peace 
and Reconciliation—the 
native equivalent of the 
Ghent Peace Treaty, 
which took place Aug. 31 
and Sept. 1, 1815, said 
Merritt. 

"It went on for two 
days, and was held on 
both sides of the river,” 

"It was a coming 
together of allies, a bury¬ 
ing of the hatchet, meta¬ 
phorically. It was what 
brought the war to an 
end for the Six Nations. 
That’s what we’re aiming 
for, Just 13 months from

Kudos to Town for tackling marijuana issue 


It is understandable that those who 
can create a thriving business out of a 
struggling greenhouse operation would 
be anxious to do so. 

And certainly there is a lot of sense to 
having medical marijuana operations in 
agricultural or commercial areas, out of 
home basements and away from residen¬ 
tial neighbourhoods, in situations that 
are carefully licensed and controlled. 

Kudos to the Town and its planning 
department for recognizing the role of 
municipal controls as an added level of 
responsibility, as made possible under 
federal Health Canada regulations. 

It’s possible there may be operations 
which fall through the cracks temporarily, 
or at least appear to. 

We understand that not everything is 
cut and dried (well, maybe medical mari¬ 
juana is, but the issue is not). 


There may be occasions when the pro¬ 
cess will work too slowly to satisfy those 
who would like to see action taken much 
more swiftly. 

If there are medical marijuana facili¬ 
ties operating without the proper licences 
and approvals, we have to believe they 
will not be allowed to continue indefi- 

It seems this particular issue was 
decided and legislated by an upper level 
of government, without thorough consid¬ 
eration of how it would affect local police 
and municipal authorities, and it's taking 
some time to catch up. But we see evi¬ 
dence that it is indeed getting closer to 
being better understood and controlled 
locally, and in the meantime, unfortu¬ 
nately, all we can do is continue to ask 
questions, keep the issue in the limelight, 
and be patient while we wait for answers.

So, what do you think 
about the Virgil round¬ 
about now that we’ve had 
some time to experience 
it? 

Seems to me prior to 
construction there was a 
storm of protest over the 
project. Have we accepted 
the fact that the round¬ 
about is here to stay, or 
are some still feeling the 
pain? 

Yes, the cost of con¬ 
struction was ... well, 
expensive. Yet the recon¬ 
struction of the infrastruc¬ 
ture above and below

ground added to the cost 
of repaving asphalt. 

While all of us com¬ 
plain about traffic delays 
due to construction, I am 
always amazed when the 
engineers find a way to 
proceed with construc¬ 
tion while accommodat¬ 
ing traffic, instead of 


resorting to a complete 
road closure. I was fortu¬ 
nate enough that during 
construction work hours 
it was easy for me to use 
other rural roads to avoid 
Niagara Stone Road. 

Thanks to our town 
councillors, the landscap¬ 
ing on the central island 
makes for a pleasing sight. 
However, I only notice the 
landscaping when some¬ 
one else is driving. When 
I am navigating the circle 
I focus on other traffic, 
and watch where I need 
to drive, instead of admir¬ 
ing the shrubs. 

In recent weeks I’ve 
made a couple of obser¬ 
vations while using the 
roundabout. 

First, most drivers 
don't signal their inten¬ 


tions. According to the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation (MTO) 
web site we are required 
to use our right turn sig¬ 
nal when exiting the 
roundabout. 

I’ve also made use of 
my left turn signal when 
entering the roundabout, 
since I’m merging with 
traffic, yet that does not 

MTO. 

While we were assured 
prior to construction that 
the roundabout would 
slow down Virgil-bound 
traffic, another observa¬ 
tion of mine is that this is 
not the case. Many drivers 
I’ve followed use the 
roundabout like an obsta¬ 
cle course with a slingshot 
effect. 


but I’ve heard from a cou- 
pleoflocalsthatthey have 
observed vehicles north¬ 
bound on Concession 6, 
who have made a left turn 
towards St. Catharines, 
without going around the 
roundabout. This has 
caused near accidents as 
these vehicles have 
entered the roundabout 
clockwise, British style. 

My last observation is 
the close succession of 
traffic signs intended to 
guide drivers through the 
roundabout. When driv¬ 
ers are St. Catharines- 
bound first there is a 
“School Zone" sign for St. 
Michael Catholic School 
which is beyond the 
roundabout and is rarely 
noticed, followed by the 


fire truck entrance from 
the right which is from 
Concession 6 prior to the 
roundabout, then the 
roundabout warning sign 
a mere 230 meters ahead, 
with the directional sign 
coming last which indi¬ 
cates that Virgil-bound 
traffic cannot get 
through. 

Oh, did you miss the 
small “no passing" sign 
sandwiched between the 
two roundabout signs?

Everything has been 
growing and blooming so 
well I feel duty bound to give 
everything a good feed of fer- 

I use tomato fertilizer or 
one that has a high middle 
number - which seems to 
work for everything. We still 
have August and September 
to go and already parts of the 
garden are getting a bit of a 
jungle look. 

The white blooming 
snowball hydrangeas are 
really overloaded this year, 
many of the bushes I have 
passed on my walks are liter¬ 
ally weighed down with flow¬ 
ers. You can safely remove 
spent blooms (deadhead)

anytime but to ensure devel¬ 
opment of healthy blooms 
for next year try to keep the 


cuts above the first set of 
large leaves or only cut down 
to die last healthy buds. 

I cut off spent blooms and 
hang them upside down to 
dry out - then in the fall tie 
them in with winter flower 
arrangements 

I left the dry river bed 
alone this year - big mistake. 
I don't know if my vinegar 
mixture will be powerful 
enough to tackle it all. Crab 
grass is the biggest culprit 
and you have to wonder 
where it all comes from. I 
have been hearing some 
good things about a product 
called Garden Weasel 
Crabgrass Killer - its active 
ingredient is cinnamon bark 


- so I'm going to give that a 
try. 

Sadly, my last best effort 
of having a Japanese Maple 
has ended tragically. The lit¬ 
tle maple I got last year was 
doing well until a couple of 
weeks ago when I started 
noticing some of the leaves 
wilting and drying up. 
Shading it in the afternoon 
and ensuring adequate water 
didn't help, and by this past 
weekend all the leaves had 
dried up and begun falling 
off. 

The consensus among 
those I have consulted is 
there is nothing I can do to 
save it. Unfortunately, this is 
not an unusual occurrence 



in Japanese maples - they begin to wilt and then die. 
can be happy and healthy for Well, its great gardening 
years and then suddenly weather, get out and enjoy.

Municipal Election Candidates have until March 27, 2015, to file their Financial

Beginning the first week of August, the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake will implement 
a new Automated Meter Reading (AMR) program to improve water billing accuracy 
and meter reading efficiency. 

Corix Utilities has been contracted to install devices to residents’ water meters for 
automatic meter reading and to upgrade or replace older water meters to conform 
to this new technology. Homes that need water meter upgrades or replacements 
will be notified by Corix Utilities with details on how to book appointments for the 
replacement. There is no charge to home owners for this program. 

Certified water meter installers will be uniformed and carry photo identification 
indicating they have been contracted by Corix Utilities to do this work. Installation of 
the transmitters is a simple 20-minute process that can be completed outside the 
home. 

However, if your water meter needs to be upgraded or replaced due to its age, location 
or wiring, the water meter installer will require access to your home to complete 
the upgrade or replacement. Corix Utilities will contact you directly to schedule an 
appointment.

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New parking meters pose problems

The parking meters that 
cost the Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake almost 
$500,000 are presenting 
challenges to their custom- 

Bylaw enforcement 
supervisor Rolf Wiens is 
frustrated that the expen¬ 
sive new meters, offering 
the latest in technology 
and purchased to solve 
parking issues in the Old 
Town while providing extra 
services to visitors, are not 
working out as well as 
hoped. All that money 
spent, and there are stiil 
disgruntled drivers com¬ 
plaining about parking. 


In order to explain some 
of the problems, the Town 
has printed a brochure, 
which bylaw officers are 
handing out in the Old 
Town. 

“We don’t want our visi¬ 
tors to have a bad experi¬ 
ence here because of the 
parking,” said Wiens. 

One of the issues is that 
drivers have to input their 
car licence plate number 
to use one of the state-of 
the-art meters, which 
according to a Buffalo, NY 
radio station, has a 'Big 
Brother’ feel to it. 

Wiens says he hasn’t 
heard that comment—the 
most common complaint 
is from people who don't 
remember their licence 
plate numbers. 

He describes what was 
at the beginning of the 
tourist season a common 
scenario, recounted by 
Queen St. merchants who 
hear the brunt of objec¬ 
tions from indignant visi- 



“People would get to 
the meter and realize they 
need their plate number, 
and they don’t know it - 
sometimes because it’s a 
rental car. So they go back 
to their car, get the num¬ 
ber, and return to the 
machine to key it in. Then 
they start scrambling for 
change, and by the time 
they’ve found what they 
need, the machine has 
timed out, they have to re¬ 
enter the licence plate 
number and they’ve for¬ 
gotten it. They weren’t 
happy." 

Wiens worked with the 
company that provided the 
meters to extend that time 
to 45 seconds, to allow 
people to find their change, 
he said, so he hasn't heard 
that complaint recendy. 

What he has heard, and 
is now trying to have 
fixed—unsuccessfully so 
far—is an issue with credit 
cards. The meters are 
declining cards for 
no reason that has 
been detected. 

“It’s very frustrat¬ 
ing. We haven’t been 
able to clear that up 

The licence plate 
number requirement 
was supposed to 


make it easier for drivers— 
they don’t have to return to 
their car with a receipt for 
their dashboard, because 
bylaw enforcement officers 
can tell by a hand-held 
device how much time is 
left on the meter. 

A couple from Texas vis¬ 
iting St. Catharines and 
NOTL Thursday ran into 
difficulty with when trying 
to pay at a downtown 

Stephen Yuille and his 
wife Alison, aSt. Catharines 
native, had parked their 
rental car on Queen St. and 
then attempted to pay at a 
meter. Alison returned to 
the car for the licence 
number while Stephen 
worked out how to use the 
meter. He discovered, like 
many others have, that his 
credit card wouldn’t work, 
and began searching for 
change to use instead. 

When told that he 
wouldn’t have to go back 
to the car to display a 
receipt, he said he thought 
it seemed like a good sys¬ 
tem—but that the meters 
need to include that infor¬ 
mation, since most people 
expect them to be pay- 
and-display.

the meter, she said she 
wasn't bothered about the 
licence plate number 
requirement—she too 
thought it was a benefit not 
to have to return to her car 
to put the receipt on the 
dashboard, but said she 
wouldn’t have known that 
by reading the instructions 
on the meter. “I was going 
back to my car with the 
receipt," she said. 

Problem is, there is only 
so much information you 
can put on a meter, said 


Wiens, and it doesn’t say 
that you don’t need your 
receipt to be visible, so 
people are returning to 
their cars with the receipt 
anyway. 

The Town has had a 
brochure printed up to 
hand out to people who 
have questions about the 
meters, and to leave with 
merchants who hear com¬ 
plaints or concerns about 
parking, said Wiens.

The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has changed 
the way drivers can fight 
parking tickets. 

Effective July 1, disgrun¬ 
tled recipients of parking 
tickets with fines of $100 or 


less were no longer able to 
appeal the notices to the 
Provincial Offences Court. 

The provincial courts in 
Niagara aren’t operating 
the parking appeals process 
on behalf of municipalities 
because parking fights are 
too expensive and taking 
up too much time, creating 
a backlog in the courts, says 
NOTL’s bylaw supervisor 
Rolf Wiens 

Instead, each munici¬ 
pality has come up with a 
protocol to handle parking 
ticket complaints, says 
Wiens—only they’re not 
called tickets anymore, he 


said, officially they're “pen¬ 
alty notices,” and instead of 



be reviewed and adjudicat¬ 
ed by a screening officer, by 
appointment, at the town 
hall. 

A request for review by a 
screening officer must be 
made within 15 days of 
receiving the ticket. 

Forms to request a 
review are available at the 
town offices or on the town 
website, and when the 
screening officers receive 
the form, they may settle 
the dispute, canceling the 


ticket if they feel the request 
is justified and eliminating 
the necessity of a meeting, 
says Wiens. 

Or they may proceed to 
a set an appointment for a 
meeting. The meetings are 
scheduled once a month, 
on the second Tuesday of 
each month. 

Wiens said that most 
weeks, the town receives 
approximately 10 com¬ 
plaints a day about parking 
tickets, either by phone or 
people coming to town 
hall. 

But in the first three 
weeks of the new protocol, 


there was only one appoint¬ 
ment scheduled with a 
screening officer. 

The screening officers 
are town employees 
appointed by council, and 
are not members of the 
parking and bylaw enforce¬ 
ment department, said 
Wiens. 

The two screening offi¬ 
cers are Vicki Butters, assis¬ 
tant town clerk, and Cathy 
Macdonald, who works 
with the committee of 
adjustment. 

They can cancel or 
reduce a penalty notice if 
they think it was unfairly 


given, or in cases of hard¬ 
ship, can give the driver 
more time to pay it 

If their decision is not 
satisfactory to the driver, an 
appeal can be scheduled. 

It's early days yet and 
that process isn’t complete¬ 
ly finalized in NOTL yet, 
said Wiens, but he says 
since it is only expected to 
be necessary to set aside 
one day every threemonths, 
he hopes to share a hearing 
officer with the City of St 
Catharines. 

The hearing officer's 
decision is final, Wiens

Another benefit of the 
expensive technology that 
hasn’t panned out yet is 
the ability to pay by 
phone—you could be sit¬ 
ting in a restaurant, realize 
your time has expired, and 
put more time on the meter 
through an app on a smart 
phone. 

That technology is avail¬ 
able on the meters, but 
isn't in use in NOTL yet— 
the company that would 
collect the money and bill 
the town is looking for larg¬ 
er municipalities that 
would see more use of the 
app. 

“We’re still looking into 
that, maybe for next year,” 
says Wiens. 

The town has 55 of the 
new pay stations on Old 
Town streets, replacing the

One hundred years after 
the conclusion of the infa¬ 
mous War of 1812 in Niagara 
and the United States, 
another began brewing 
overseas. 

As the First World War 
broke out in Europe, Canada 
was taking a somewhat lais¬ 
sez-faire attitude and what 
better way to enjoy a relax¬ 
ing evening on the eve of the 
Great War than a Garden 
Party? 

The Niagara Historical 
Society, the Friends of Fort 
George and Parks Canada 
did just that. 

The event was held at 
Fort George National 
Historic Site Saturday, on 
the former site of militia 
training grounds then 
known as Camp Niagara, in 
commemoration of the start 
of the Great War July 26, 
1914. 

During the war, about 
619,000 Canadian troops 
served alongside France, 
Great Britain, Russia and 
laterjoinedbytheU.S. Many 
of these soldiers stopped for 
training in Camp Niagara 
before heading overseas. 

The garden party theme 
came from the idea of the hit 
British TV series Downton 
Abbey, which “popularized 
this time period and the 
declaration of World War I 
was a pivotal moment at the 
end of the show’s first sea¬ 
son,” says Friends of Fort 
George general manager 
Amanda Gamble. 

“This was an opportunity 
to gather in the warmth of 
summer and enjoy a 1914- 
themed garden party to 
commemorate the centena¬ 
ry of the First World War,” 
said Gamble. 

Period music filled the 
air, as more than 60 guests 
dressed in period costume 
enjoyed authentic tea items 
including a variety of finger 


sandwiches and tasty treats. 

Guests enjoyed games of 
cribbage and lawn bowling 
or relaxed for an evening 
socializing with family and 
friends while observing the 
amusements nearby. 

About halfway through 
the evening, a half-hearted 
announcement that war was 
declared in Europe took 
place with the party con¬ 
tinuing and ambient music 
transforming into wartime 

Peter Martin, product 
development officer with 
Parks Canada, was happy 
with the event turnout. 

“This shows that we can 
host a variety of events on 
multitude of scales. We can 
do an event as big as the 
Celtic Festival or one that’s 
more quaint, such as 
tonight’s event” 

Sarah Kaufman, manag¬ 
ing director of the Niagara 
Historical Museum, was also 
pleased with the event’s suc- 


“People definitely took 
us up on the opportunity to 
dress in their best Downton 
Abbey attire. It was very well 
done,” said Kaufman. 

To conclude the evening, 
the museum presented a 
slide show depicting Camp 
Niagara’s important role and 
paying tribute to the local 
men who served. 

“It was a nice way to con¬ 
clude and everyone enjoyed 
it,” Kaufman said, adding it 
gave people a broader 
understanding of Camp 
Niagara’s involvement in 
one of history’s most monu¬ 
mental wars. 

In commemoration of 
the war. The Niagara 
Historical Society and 
Museum's exhibition The 
Art of War: A Legacy of the 
Great War is now on dis¬ 
play. 

The museum, at 43 
Casdereagh St. in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, is open 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. daily.

With less than a year to go before 
Parliament Oak School is slated to 
close, Lord Mayor Dave Eke remains 
hopeful the province will step in 
and change the way it deals with 
rural schools. 

Minister of Education Liz 
Sandals is “disconnected” from the 
issue of school closures, choosing 
to pass responsibility to local school 
boards, which are not paying 
enough attention to the impact of 
school closures on their communi¬ 
ties or to a flawed accommodation 
review process, he says. 

“NOTL is no different that any 
other rural community. The minis¬ 
ter needs to understand the pro¬ 
cess is flawed. She doesn’t seem to 
understand the impact of school 
closures on communities or the 
lack of regard for the accommoda¬ 
tion review process.”

Eke, along with Councillors Jim 
Collard and Jamie King, joined a 
recent teleconference with munici¬ 
pal representatives from across 
Ontario to rally against the con¬ 
tinuing closure of schools in small 
towns and rural areas. 

Some time ago, the mayor of 
Penetanguishene asked for support 
from other municipalities in a 
motion to the province expressing 
concern for the growing trend by 
school boards to close schools in 
smaller communities, Eke said. 

The teleconference was a first 
step in revitalizing the Community 
Schools Alliance, a group estab¬ 
lished in 2009 to lobby the province 
for improvements to the accommo¬ 
dation review process. 

There are about 40 communities 
across Ontario with similar con¬ 
cerns, said Eke: that there is a pre¬ 
determined nature to school clo¬ 
sure reviews resulting in a lack of 
public trust in the process; that 
school boards are not being held 
accountable for the recommenda¬ 
tions of review committees; and 
small town and rural municipal 
representatives are not brought to 
the table by school boards consid¬ 
ering closures.

Marijuana appears to be 
back in Lakeshore Rd. 
greenhouse operation 


Town is doing what it 
can by contacting 
authorities about 
residents' concerns

It appears the Lakeshore Rd. medi¬ 
cal marijuana operation may be back 
in business. 

It ceased operating March 31, plan¬ 
ning director John Henricks told about 
residents at a town meeting to discuss 
medical marijuana facilities in May. 

But this week, residents were con¬ 
tacting the Town and at least one 
councillor with their concerns that it 
was again cultivating the medicinal 
plant 

Effective last April 1, only Health 
Canada licensed facilities are allowed 
to grow and distribute medical mari- 


under previous regulations were being 
allowed to continue. Henricks told 
residents at that May meeting that the 
Lakeshore Rd. operators hadn’t told 
the town its intent to start the licens¬ 
ing process, therefore if restarted, it 
would be illegal. 

Under recently amended Town 
bylaws, marijuana greenhouses larger 
than 10,000 square feet are subject to 
site plan controls and have to be at 
least 70 meters away from sensitive 
land use areas which includes resi¬ 
dential properties. 

Town councillors have agreed there 
should be some local control over 
commercial marijuana operations, 
including a legislated buffer between 
greenhouses growing pot for medici¬ 
nal purposes and homes, churches, 
day care centres, schools and play¬ 
grounds. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke called the 
new operations “very viable, healthy, 
job-related businesses” and he said 
he felt that the guidelines in the pro¬ 
posed bylaw amendments showed 


Town council recendy turned down 
an application for a medical marijua¬ 
na grow-op on Concession 7 because 
of its proximity to neighbouring 
homes. 

Licences for medicinal marijuana 
facilities are granted by Health 
Canada, but applicants are required 
to notify the local municipality, police 


and fire departments about their pro¬ 
posals. 

But the Town has not received an 
application from the Lakeshore Rd. 
operators. 

From the time residents first 
learned marijuana was being grown 
in the Lakeshore Rd. greenhouses 
they have expressed concern about 
how close the property is to a residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood. 

One of the requirements of the 
Health Canada processes is the facili¬ 
ty’s ability to meet the town’s bylaws, 
said Henricks last May. 

“If they aren’t compliant with town 
bylaws, they won’t receive a licence 
until they do." 

He told the Advance this week that 
regarding the Lakeshore Rd. opera¬ 
tion, he had “nothing new to report." 

The Town is keepingHealth Canada 
apprised of communications from 
town residents and NRP was contact¬ 
ed by Town enforcement staff, he said, 
and Town solicitors are working on 
violations of local bylaws. 

“If they have a licence to operate 
it’s not from the new system. If it is 
illegal the NRP would be taking what¬ 
ever action they feel is appropriate,” 
said Henricks. 

The NRP could not be reached for 
comment by press time. 

The greenhouses are surrounded 
by a tall fence which is doesn’t comply 
with town bylaws, but that has to work 
its way through the courts, says 
Councillor Martin Mazza, who was 
concerned to hear Monday that it 
appears marijuana is again being 
grown in the Lakeshore Rd. green¬ 
houses. 

Mazza says he understands resi¬ 
dents are frustrated, but other than 
notifying Health Canada, the NRP and 
dealing with bylaw infractions, which 
are being handled, there isn’t much 
the Town can do. 

Moving through the courts for a 
court order is a slow process, he 
added, and he understands the Town 
can’t go on the property without a 
court order. 

He has been told there is no licence 
under new federal rules for a medical 
marijuana facility on that site, he 

In April, neighbours of the 
Lakeshore Rd. greenhouses told the 
town they don’t want marijuana 
grown so close to their homes that 
they can smell it.

He’s a scientist. He's an 
artist. You’ve likely seen 
him on TV at some point. 

But these days, Ron 
Clavier is adding a new line 
to his already huge resume: 
Proud Niagara resident, 
with shows of his original 
oil paintings coming up at 
the NOTL Public Library 
and the Niagara Pumphouse 
Art Centre. 

The internationally 
renowned psychologist 
moved to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake last year, and instantly 
felt more inspired with his 
artwork. The results will be 
seen in his two back-to- 
back shows, the one at the 
library beginning with an 
artist’s salon Saturday, and 
at the pumphouse in 
September. 

"I like being busy and I 
like giving back," says the 
Montreal-born neuroscien¬ 
tist, who hopes to host a 
series of art and science-re¬

A leading researcher and 
educator in the field of ado¬ 
lescent mental health. 
Clavier has written the 
books Teen Brain: Teen 
Mind, What Parents Need to 
Know to Survive the 
Adolescent Years and 
starred in the TV series 
Adolescence: The Stormy 
Decade. 

As an artist he has exhib¬ 
ited in Toronto and held 
recent one-man shows. 

His 15-piece show at the 
library, titled Hope: Images 
From the American 
Southwest, was inspired by 
frequent trips to the Nevada 
and California deserts. 
Where many people see 
death, Clavier found the 
sun-baked landscape rich 
with life. 

“I was struck by the 
death-like images of skulls 
... we see lying in the des¬ 


ert,” he says. “But skulls, 
when they’re living, are very 
important things. They pro¬ 
tect the brain, they nurture 
the brain and let it be. 

“I think the rock forma¬ 
tions in the desert protect 
the life and generate the life. 
That's what comes forth.” 

The show will have an 
opening Aug. 2 from 1 to 5 

September’s show gets 
help from one of Clavier’s 
friends — Woody 
Harrelson. 

The True Detective star 
has recorded several pas¬ 
sages for Awe and Humility 
and Joy: A Tribute to John 
Steinbeck, which will debut 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
before moving onto the 
Joseph D. Carrier Gallery in 
Toronto for October. 

The show gathers 24 
paintings inspired by 
California’s Salinas Valley, 
where many of Steinbeck’s 
novels took place. Clavier 
attempts to illustrate the 
emotions Steinbeck likely 
felt as he traversed the area’s 
stunning scenery. 



Clavier met Harrelson 
through a mutual friend, 
and contacted him for 
research on a film role deal¬ 
ing with addicted youth.

held on Goertz’s property 
off Lakeshore Rd., sur¬ 
rounded by peach 


orchards. 

It was an opportunity 
for him to showcase his 
band, Theatre Crisp, which 
plays “a kind of cross¬ 


genre, funky hip hop with 
a dash of rock," he said. 

Each year since the 
event has grown, with pro¬ 
ceeds going first to Niagara 
Children’s Centre and now 
to Red Roof Retreat, which 
offers day programs and 
weekend respite care for 
special needs children and 
young adults.

Niagara Parks 
Commission celebrates 
Simcoe Day at home of 
'colonial rag’

His critics referred to it as the 
“colonial rag” but that didn’t stop 
Mackenzie from expounding his 
own points of view. 

"He lived here for only a year 
from 1823 to 1824, but it’s from this 
house that he launched his news¬ 
paper that he spoke against the 
corruption of the Family Compact, 
which was an upper class, tight- 
knit clique of people that ran our 
government during this time peri¬ 
od when we were still a British col¬ 
ony," said Kaitlin Cain, shift super¬ 
visor at Mackenzie Printery and 
Newspaper Museum, which is 
owned by the Niagara Parks 
Commission and located in 
Queenston. 

Simcoe Day celebrations will be 
held at the printery museum 
Monday, the Civic Holiday, 1 to 4 
p.m. 

The first issue was published on 
Tuesday, May 18, 1824. It came out 
weekly and cost five pence a copy 
or 15 pounds sterling. That first 
issue came out at about the time 
when they had started to build the 
monument to General Brock. 

“Every single one of our presses 
in this museum is still operational 
except one, which is Canada’s old¬ 
est printing press,” said Cain. 

It’s the Louis Roy Press, circa 
1770, and it was used to print Upper 
Canada’s first newspaper, the Upper 
Canada Gazette or American 
Oracle, in 1793 at Newark, Ontario's 
first capital, now called Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

Mackenzie was from Scotland 
and went to York (Toronto) in 1820. 
He was engaged in a lucrative book 
and drug business, first in York and 
later in Dundas. 

He moved to Queenstown 
(Queenston) in 1823 and opened a 
country store. He didn't like what 
was happening politically so he 
began publishing a newspaper 
called “The Colonial Advocate and 
Journal of Agriculture, Manufacture 
and Commerce.” 


The Mackenzie house is made of 
beautiful limestone and is located 
at the foot of the escarpment along 
the Niagara Parkway in Queenston, 
the midpoint between Niagara Falls 
and Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Mackenzie moved his family and 
press to York in November of 1824 
so that he could be closer to the 
centre of Upper Canada’s politics. 

“Often people will come here 
and they are not sure if they want to 
take the tour, but once we mention 
the stories about Mackenzie and 
why we are here and that it involves 
500 years of printing technology 
they are quite impressed,” said 

“Once they get to operate a press 
like the one Mackenzie would of 
had they just fall in love with our 

Visitors will often tell them they 
should increase their admission 
price of only $5 for adults, or that 
more people need to find out about 
them because it’s so interesting and 
such an important part of our his- 

Cain said that when Mackenzie 
began publishing his newspaper, it 
was radically different from what 
had existed at that time. 

“His was the first successful, 
independent newspaper," she said. 

“Most newspapers at this time 
period were subsidized by the gov¬ 
ernment. You would not find any 
localized stories like we see today, 
it was mostly the minutes of legis¬ 
lation, the King or Queen’s speech 
or the presidential speech depend¬ 
ing on where you are or who was in 
charge at that time period. 
Mackenzie started to have inde¬ 
pendent stories or advertising that 
he would hear and publish.” 

When Brock’s Monument was 
being built, they had a ceremony 
for the laying of the cornerstone. A 
bottle containing a copy of the 
Colonial Advocate was placed in 
the foundation stone. 

When Sir Peregrine Maitland, 
Lieutenant Governor of Upper 
Canada and head of the Family 
Compact, heard about it, he ordered 
construction of the monument 
stopped. A large section of the 
newly-erected masonry was pulled 
down in order to remove what he 
called a “colonial rag’!
